We  take  great  pleasure  in  presenting  this,  our  1929  illustrated  de¬ 
scriptive  catalogue  of  DAHLIAS  as  grown  in  Ohio.  Realizing  that  an 
enormous  number  of  dahlias  is  confusing  and  can  serve  no  good  purpose 
we  have  listed  only  those  of  superior  merit. 

We  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  choice  Ohio’s  Famous  origin¬ 
ation,  especially  the  new  ones  of  this  year’s  introduction.  Ohio’s  Famous 
Dahlias  have  become  famous  the  country  over,  not  only  for  their  large 
size  and  stiff  stem,  but  for  their  wondrous  beauty  in  both  formation  and 
color. 

We  desire  to  thank  our  many  customers  for  their  liberal  patronage 
during  the  past  year  and  for  the  many  kind  letters  telling  us  of  the  suc¬ 
cess  they  had  with  our  dahlias,  both  in  garden  and  showroom. 

We  ceaselessly  endeavor  to  maintain  a  reputation  for  fairness,  in¬ 
tegrity  and  trustworthiness,  to  do  a  clean  business,  satisfactory  alike  to 
us  and  to  our  customers.  Our  best  business  comes  from  those  who  can 
send  us  their  orders  year  after  year;  they  know  they  can  depend  on  us 
for  good  stock  and  an  absolutely  square  deal.  We  are  proud  of  these 
customers,  proud  of  the  reputation  our  dahlias  have  made,  but  we  are 
not  satisfied.  Each  succeeding  year  will  find  us  trying  to  improve  our 
methods  in  every  department — growing,  packing,  shipping — to  the  end 
that  we  may  better  serve  the  people  who  look  to  us  for  good  dahlias. 

We  do  not  sell  the  old  tuber,  only  the  new.  Therefore,  our  tubers 
should  be  as  healthy  as  is  possible  for  them  to  be.  Visitors  are  always 
welcome  at  all  times.  Do  not  fail  to  see  our  dahlias  during  blooming 
season.  Our  gardens  are  located  7  miles  southwest  of  Canton,  via  Har¬ 
rison  Ave.,  extension  to  brickyard,  then  turn  right  on  Bolivar  and  Shep- 
ler  Church,  paved  road  to  fifth  crossroad,  at  five-point  church,  then  turn 
right  again  %  mile  on  improved  road  to  top  of  hill.  Six  and  one-half 
miles  southeast  of  Massillon  via  Richville  Road. 
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How  to  Grow  Choice  Dahlias 

Dahlias  will  grow  in  most  any  soil.  Soil  that  will  grow  potatoes  or 
cabbage  will  grow  good  dahlias.  In  planting,  the  soil  should  first  be  put 
in  the  best  possible  condition,  thoroughly  pulverized  to  a  considerable 
depth.  Dig  holes  six  inches  deep  and  from  three  to  four  feet  apart. 
Always  lay  the  tuber  fiat  on  its  side,  the  size  of  which  makes  no  differ¬ 
ence  as  long  as  it  has  one  strong  eye  or  sprout.  Cover  about  three 
inches,  leaving  the  rest  of  the  soil  to  be  filled  in  after  the  plant  comes  up. 
If  more  than  one  sprout  comes  up  remove  all  but  the  strongest.  Do  not 
fail  to  cultivate  and  cultivate  often,  especially  after  each  rainfall,  until 
plants  have  obtained  a  good  root  growth.  Dahlias  may  be  planted  as 
soon  as  there  is  no  danger  of  frost  up  to  July  1  5  th  in  this  vicinity. 

If  planted  early  they  should  be  “cut  back,”  that  is,  the  top  should 
be  pruned  out  about  the  first  of  August  in  this  locality  so  as  to  bring  them 
in  bloom  the  latter  part  of  September,  they  being  a  Fall  flower,  and  at 
which  time  they  should  be  at  their  best.  Four  eyes  should  be  left  on  the 
stalk.  These  four  shoots  will  produce  the  first  four  flowers.  In  pruning 
be  sure  to  bore  a  hole  in  the  stalk  two  or  three  inches  above  the  ground 
so  as  to  allow  the  water  to  drain  from  the  plant.  Take  the  point  of  a 
small  bladed  knife  and  insert  in  the  stalk  and  make  a  hole  about  the 
size  of  a  lead  pencil.  This  will  be  sufficient  for  all  purposes  and  will 
not  injure  the  plant.  An  early  and  late  crop  of  flowers  may  be  grown 
by  this  method. 

If  planted  in  mid-season,  pinch  out  the  center  when  the  plant  is 
eight  to  twelve  inches  high.  This  will  throw  the  strength  into  the  next 
two  lower  eyes.  These  shoots  also  should  be  pinched  back  so  as  to  leave 
one  pair  of  eyes  on  each  branch.  By  the  time  these  get  a  start  the  sec¬ 
ond  set  of  eyes  on  the  main  stalk  will  grow  along  with  the  four  above. 
These  six  stalks  should  bear  the  first  six  flowers.  By  such  pruning  you 
will  have  a  low  growing  plant  which  should  produce  thirty  to  forty 
blooms,  according  to  variety. 

Another  method  of  growing  dahlias  is  to  plant  rather  late,  about 
August  1  st  in  this  latitude,  and  let  one  single  stalk  grow,  prune  all  side 
branches,  thereby  throwing  all  the  strength  into  the  main  stalk,  thus 
producing  one  immense  exhibition  flower. 

In  forcing,  rake  some  pulverized  sheep  manure  into  the  soil  around 
the  roots  when  the  plant  comes  into  bud  and  water  well,  at  least  twice 
a  week,  about  six  buckets  to  a  plant  at  each  watering.  Flowever,  we  do 
not  recommend  forcing  if  tubers  are  to  be  used  next  season. 

If  these  directions  are  followed,  you  should  be  able  to  grow  dahlias 
of  which  you  will  be  justly  proud.
